^People stood outside for hours 
just waiting for us,” said Marta 
Santiago-Jones, talking about 
her weeklong trip to Africa last 
May. “Each day we saw an average 
of 80 patients.” 


Part of the first cohort (’08) of 
M.S.N. graduates in St. Joseph’s 
Department of Nursing, she trav- 
eled to Zambia with a 16-member 
medical mission sponsored by the 
Community Bible Church in Sag 
Harbor, NY. Ms. Jones worked at 
two bush clinics in Mokambo and 
Chati, as well as at Kitwe Central 
Hospital in the capital. 

“There was an 8-year-old girl 
who ’d been bitten on the arm by a 
black mambo snake. Our surgeon 
couldn’t provide the services she 
needed there, so he arranged to 
have her and her mother flown to 
Southampton Hospital where they 
stayed through December while the 
child underwent surgery and rehab.” 


She was amazed, Ms. Santiago 
said, at how people in Zambia are 
able to function and make do with 
so little, adding, “They were so 
grateful for the medicines and sup- 
plies we brought, particularly the 
glucometers and digital thermome- 
ters which are so common here. 

“The entire experience was 
a spiritual awakening for me. I 
developed a stronger sense of who I 
am and the person I want to be.” 
The former Director of Nursing 
Education at Southampton Hospi- 
tal is married to a golf pro, has two 
children and recently began teach- 
ing in the SJC nursing program. She 
plans to return to Zambia with the 
team next April. ■

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The News Isn’t What it Used to Be

T hrough his vivid description 
and compelling anecdotes 
about New York City, Pete HamilPs 
words have gripped readers for 
decades through his novels, essays 
and newspaper columns. And it was 
newspaper writing that was the 
topic of his speech at SJC’s Fifth 
Annual Presidential Lecture Series, 
“News is a Verb” on October 7. 

As Mr. Hamill stood in front of a 
packed D’Ecclesiis Auditorium, he 
poignantly spoke about the decline of 
the newspaper industry citing several 
factors, such as foreign coverage cost, 
the loss of the local paper and com- 
pany policy changes. The most signif- 
icant issue, though, is the Internet. 

“Newspapers are struggling to 
try to figure out where to go in this 
century,” said Mr. Hamill, who started 
as a reporter with the New York Post 
and later became editor of the Daily 
News. “The cause of this struggle is 
the advent of this most extraordinary 
thing — the Internet. Everybody is try- 
ing to deal with it, even the police. 

“The Internet represents, to 
me, a challenge. But also a sense of 
possibility to where we are going to 
go with the processing of the most 
important thing that all citizens of 
this country or any other can have, 


which is information about the 
actual world.” 

Mr. Hamill, author of 10 nov- 
els, questioned the credibility of 
today’s digital world. Everyone can 
be a writer, critic or columnist — 
without editors — a critical piece to 
newspapers. Mr. Hamill called for 
the professionalization of Web sites, 
where editors question facts and 
suggest additions and subtractions 


to improve stories. 

“We need a Web site to tell us 
which are professional so we can 
make the judgment as readers to 
find out if they are accurate,” he 
said. “Clearly, the threat that is there 
now is a serious one.” 

Mr. Hamill concluded that read- 
ers should keep reading, because it 
“is the argument that is keeping lan- 
guage alive.” ■ 


Dual B.S. and M.B.A. 

T he proposed dual Bachelor of 
Science in Organizational Man- 
agement and Master of Business 
Administration allows adult students 
enrolled in the School of Profession- 
al and Graduate Studies (PGS) to 
complete both degrees in less time by 
allowing them to fulfill four major 
and/or general undergraduate elec- 


tives with 500-level courses from the 
existing M.B.A. curriculum. 

The proposed dual degree pro- 
gram — designed in response to stu- 
dent demand — combines two 
already successful programs: the B.S. 
in Organizational Management and 
the M.B.A. The undergraduate cur- 
riculum provides students with a 


strong foundation in business and 
the liberal arts. The graduate cur- 
riculum builds on this, promoting 
the application of theoretical and 
quantitative knowledge to issues in 
an actual organizational environ- 
ment. It also enables students to 
develop strong business leadership 
competencies. ■

Cathedrals on Founders Day 



St. Stephens in Bourges 


E very year in October, the 
Brooklyn Campus celebrates 
the vision and dedication of its cre- 
ators with its annual Founders 


Day lecture by inviting prominent 
scholars to share insights on their 
fields of study with students, facul- 
ty and neighbors. 

This year, Dr. Margaret Jennings, 
esteemed medievalist and longtime 
faculty member, discussed one of 
her scholarly passions, St. Stephens 
Cathedral in Bourges. She began with 
her accidental discovery of the cathe- 
dral, namely, by getting lost and dis- 
covering St. Stephen’s parking lot. 

Dr. Jennings addressed the his- 
torical significance of St. Stephens 
location and construction, with its 


architecture being influenced by the 
developing concept of humanism and 
the emphasis on the individual that 
came about in the 12th century. Jew- 
ish accents in several archways and 
sculptures reflect the religious toler- 
ance between Christians and Jews. 

During the question-and-answer 
session, Dr. Jennings addressed the 
Jewish community’s role in financing 
the construction of the cathedral and 
also compared and contrasted some 
of St. Stephen’s architectural nuances 
with those of other cathedrals built 
during this period. ■ 


SNAP Links People with Computers

F or the past several years, SJC 
has worked with the Strategic 
Neighborhood Action Partnership 
(SNAP) to distribute surplus com- 
puters to underprivileged families 
in the Fort Greene and Clinton Hill 
neighborhoods in Brooklyn. SNAP 
is the parent organization of the 
Myrtle Avenue Revitalization Proj- 
ect, a not-for-profit group of area 
leaders established to restore eco- 
nomic vitality to the area surround- 
ing the Brooklyn Campus. 

Director of Academic Com- 
puting Lichele Abear said, u We had 
just replaced the computers in three 
labs between Long Island and 
Brooklyn. So we were able to fulfill 
SNAP’s request by making a dona- 
tion of 50 computers.” 

According to Ms. Abear, the 
College has a five-year computer 
replacement cycle. “Students need 
access to the types of technology 
that they will encounter when they 
graduate and enter the workforce,” 
she said. “The donated computers 


may not be up to par here, but they 
are great for any families and 
schools that might need them.” 

SNAP’s Deputy Director Hen- 
rietta Koffi said, “the initial dona- 
tion that St. Joseph’s made allowed 
us to completely upgrade the sys- 
tems in the lab.” The SNAP Free 
Public Access Computer Center is a 
14- workstation computer lab that 
is open to community residents. 
With the extra systems left from the 
first donation, SNAP set up a class- 
room to teach residents the basics 
of everyday computer use. 

The relationship between SJC 
and SNAP began eight years ago 
when President S. Elizabeth A. Hill, 
C.S.J., J.D. joined their Board of 
Directors. In 2003, S. Elizabeth asked 
Chief Information Officer Joseph 
Spadaro if it would be possible to 
donate surplus computers to SNAP. 
“As long as the inventory has been 
available we have been making 
donations,” said Mr. Spadaro, “and 
we will continue to do so.” ■

Mr. Jocelyn was the latest in a 
long line of SJC students to attend 
an event at Howard. Previously, 
Dr. Kenneth Bauzon had led his

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Brookhaven National Lab Helps Teachers Teach

B rookhaven National Labora- 
tory has been a top research 
facility on Long Island since it 
opened in 1947. It’s also become an 
important tool for Jane St. Pierre. 

Ms. Pierre, an adjunct child 
study professor at the Long Island 
Campus, began taking students to 
the facility’s science education cen- 
ter two years ago, to show them 
how to teach science lessons 
through BNL’s hands-on programs 
for elementary students. 


Topics such as magnetic leveta- 
tion, static electricity, kinetic energy 
and measurement have been covered 
during the trips. Ms. Pierre said her 
students also learn the “5-E” model 
for teaching science (engage, explore, 
explain, elaborate, evaluate). 

“It is such a wonderful experi- 
ence,” Ms. Pierre said. “I couldn’t 
bring all of those things into 
the classroom. 

“These workshops help my 
pre-service teachers learn how to 


present a guided inquiry lesson 
using manipulative materials to ele- 
mentary school children.” 

The BNL-SJC connection 
began when Sarah Maine ’05 
interned in the facility’s science 
education center. Ms. Maine was 
later hired and she then invited for- 
mer Child Study Adjunct Joan 
Lundin’s class to BNL. 

“Joan realized it would be a 
great opportunity to see that it’s a 
real valuable way to teach science,” 
Ms. St. Pierre said. “They have great 
models of hands-on activities. It 
brings it to life for them.” 

Long Island senior Jennifer 
Elsmore obtained a paid internship 
there last summer, teaching classes 
and researching gender issues among 
elementary school students. 

“I learned so much about 
teaching science and I am comfort- 
able with it,” Ms. Elsmore said 
of the internship. “I didn’t grow 
up with a science background, and 
you can either shy away from it and 
not be able to teach it or you can 
jump right in it. It’s a great benefit 
to be prepared.” ■

I feel like these past two weeks have been a whirlwind 
of so many new things. . . . Cairo is now the most pol- 
luted city in the world. The air is hot and thick with 
smog. . . . We took the famous Felucca ride down the 
Nile one of my first nights here. It was breathtaking. . . . 
Everything usually takes a lot longer to get done and 
simple tasks somehow end up being huge ordeals. No 
one is really sure what is going on with school. AUC 
(American University Cairo) seems to have bitten off 
more than it can chew and now we find ourselves with 
an unfinished campus. ... AUC has divided the students 
up to dorm in hotels and put the other half in the 
Zamalek dormitories. (The “hotel” experience was a 
nightmare for students, especially the women.) I feel 
scared for the girls living in the hotels. ... Recently I 
went with two friends to Khan El-Kallili, the famous 
outdoor marketplace here in Cairo. Its narrow streets 
that wind from one shop to another are a total sensory 
overload. People yelling, selling and buying. We held 
our pocketbooks close and kept our heads up high, 
after we were told not to make eye contact with any 
man on the street because it would be considered an 
“invitation.” The streets are lined with tables and ven- 
dors, blankets and galabayas (Egyptian dresses) of 
every color. There are shoes and spices, motorbikes and 
cars weaving in and out. A few horses make their way 
through the winding sea of people delivering goods. . . . 
The smells of meats, fish and fruits fill the air as skinny 
children without shoes walk alongside their mothers. 
In the distance I could hear the call to prayer from the 


This weekend we took a trip to Alexandria. It was 
absolutely beautiful. There were about 50 of us foreign- 
ers on a dock waiting to take a boat ride when a lot of 
yelling started and the men were punching each other. 
Our guide took us back to the bus. Turns out one boat 
owner didn’t want Americans on his boat and was 
screaming, “I will not allow these white devils, these 
non-believers on my boat.” ... Everyone says that on 
campus it is extremely hard to make Egyptian friends. 
Their groups are very tight knit and allowing an Amer- 
ican in is almost like condoning the American way of 
life, one that so many do not approve of. ... I am dying 
to get to know some Egyptian girls so I can get a look 
inside their culture but I think that is easier said than 
done. Did I make a huge mistake in coming here? Was 
it stupid of me to think I could form bonds here? Please 
know I’m trying to avoid generalizing about Egypt and 
trying to look at the brighter side. Things may not be 
going as smoothly as I thought they would, but I guess 



from the worksites, we find ourselves with our pants, 
book bags and notebooks filthy. Teachers complained 
they couldn’t find their offices. One girls class was actu- 
ally scheduled in a mens bathroom. We all just laughed. 


no one really knows what to expect until they re actu- 
ally living it. ... Iam learning so much every second 
whether it’s a new word in Arabic, trying a new food or 
witnessing a new tradition. 


September 19 

The ride to school takes about an hour and a half and 
the sights along the way are amazing. The American 
University in Cairo campus is literally in the middle of 
the Sahara Desert with nothing else around it for miles. 
It is really beautiful. Marble and stone rise up out of the 
sand forming rosy arches. About 85 percent of the pop- 
ulation of AUC are Egyptian and the rest are study 
abroad students from around the world. The first day 
(of class) was chaotic. 

No one knew where anything was and except for some 
desks, nothing was ready for the students. The comput- 
ers were not working yet nor were the phones. There is 
a film of dust over everything. With a combination of 
the desert sand and the powdered cement that settles 


The humor in all this never ceases to amuse me. The 
cafeteria is nowhere near done yet and the only source 
of food is a small window you can order into called 
Cilantro. Mind you, this is the only place for 5,000 stu- 
dents to go for food. . . . Instead of having a menu, each 
person has to ask, “what do you have?” and then wait for 
the guy to list everything including drinks and prices. 
Remember, there is a line a mile long in the blazing sun. 

They’re working feverishly to finish a Cinnabon. The 
funny thing is some kids don’t have a classroom, win- 
dows are broken, bathrooms all overflow. My classes are 
interesting; I am taking Arabic, two political science 
and one anthropology. ... For the second half of the 
semester we will be paired with the non-government 
organization (NGO) of our choice and get to travel 
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outside of Cairo. ... I’m really looking forward to 
working with Caritas, women and childrens NGO 
dealing with everything from health care to education. 


drivers and pull into campus in their shiny BMWs. 
There’s a vast difference between the Cairenes on the 
street and those on the AUC campus. 



The social contact between the sexes is so interesting. 
Men hold hands in the street. In school, men blow kiss- 
es to one another to say hello ... all women cover them- 
selves in one way or another. You also see burquas, 
which cover the entire body and even a slit for the eyes 
is covered with dark mesh fabric. Girls here do not have 
to cover themselves until they reach puberty. I have to 
smile when I see a burqua-clad mother chasing after 
her shorts-wearing little girl.

In Alexandria we learned that women couldn’t swim 
during Ramadan, and those that did still had to cover 
their hair. At the beach we wore long pants and long 
sleeved shirts to fit in and not offend anyone. Every 
woman on the beach is covered in contrast to the men 
in swim trunks and Speedos. ... Girls have curfews, but 
boys can stay out until the early morning sun. 

On the streets, most girls my age wear normal clothes 
but are covered from wrist to ankle and wear a hijab 
(hair covering). The heat is intense, 100 degrees. Inter- 
estingly, it is a whole different ball game at school. Since 
my school is English-speaking and attended by the 
wealthiest through the Middle East, it’s as if a little bub- 
ble was created and planted in the middle of nowhere. 
The girls wear skinny jeans, tank tops and they don’t 
cover their hair. In Egypt, people say the wealthier you 
are, the less need there is for the hijab and you will find 
most businesswomen and female lawyers without one. 
Most of the Egyptian directors at AUC do not cover 
their hair nor do those with Ph.Ds. They all have Coach 
bags and Lacoste sneakers. I wonder if these girls dress 
like this at home amongst their families or just at 
school. Being wealthy, most students have their own 
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There are times when the gender divide becomes 
apparent and drives me up a wall. While waiting on line 
to use the printer in the copying office, I noticed the 
entire line was filled with women. Men were just walk- 
ing right up to the window and cutting the line. The 
women just stood there quietly as if this was acceptable. 
... The same is true of ordering food. Waiting on line in 
the heat is not necessary for men? . . . My whole body 
just wants to scream to get to the back of the line, but I 
am learning as the other women have learned for cen- 
turies before me that silence is always better. 

Women must always be accompanied, whether it’s 
another woman or a man. You will rarely see a woman 
walking alone and with good reason. The streets are not 
safe ... Iam always looking over my shoulder and have 
all my senses switched on high alert from the second I 
step out of the dorms. When we know a group of men 
is behind us, we speed up or drop back to distance our- 
selves from them. 

October 5 

Three friends and I just came back from Dahab, a 
beach town in Sinai on the Red Sea and even climbed 
Mt. Sinai while I was there. It took three-and-a-half 
hours to climb to the ridged top in complete darkness 
and over shaky rocks. We reached the peak just in time 
for the breathtaking sunrise. It took nine hours on a 
bus to get there but it was absolutely worth it. I also 
plan on going to Jordan, Turkey and Israel. 

I have only been here for a month and it is has been 
challenging getting out of the AUC study abroad circle. 
Once they hear we are here to study for a length of time 



treating us respectfully. ... It is hard walking down the 
street without getting verbally harassed. I hate not 
being able to go out alone. ... The Egyptians already 
have their own opinions about us foreigners and I sup- 
pose realizing that we are only here for a semester don’t 
really see the point of making friends with us. ... There 
are some exceptions but most of the Egyptians at 
school, as much as I try to make friends and stay 
friendly, don’t appreciate my company. 


so upsetting. . . . Many girls go through life never know- 
ing anything about their own bodies. . . . Also, the same 
NGO I work for helped in winning the first ever sexual 
harassment case in Egypt! The man was sentenced to 
three years in jail. ... I am so glad history is in the mak- 
ing while I am here and can see it all. . . . Also when I 
went to Nicaragua I worked with a women’s group too. 
It seems that wherever I go, this type of work falls into 
my lap. 





October 1 1 

I started working with an NGO here called New 
Women Foundation and it has helped me so much! I 
am currently working with two doctors in a research 
project to understand the reasons for abortion, contra- 
ceptives, domestic abuse and female genital mutilation. 
About 90 percent of Egyptian girls go through this 
once they hit puberty. . . . When I get back, I’d love to 
start a program or club in support of women’s rights in 
the Middle East. 

October 15 

I feel like I have found my niche with the women’s 
group ... I love learning the different ways of how I can 
make the world a safer place. 


The Middle East is so excited about Obama; it’s on 
every newsstand and in everyone’s mouth. 

I have found a new peace with myself. ... I have actual- 
ly come to terms with Egypt. ... I am trying to let 
things go as they come and take it all in, while learning 
as much as I can along the way.

November 5 

We had a huge strike on campus today, which I joyful- 
ly attended, signing every petition in sight. We are 
demanding a printout of all the financial activity since 
the start of the school’s construction (10 years ago) and 
a refund of about 30 percent of tuition. ... NGO is my 
saving grace. ... This weekend I organized a focus 
group for our research. My job was to get a bunch of 
Egyptian AUC girls together to have a discussion on 
some “taboo topics” like premarital sex, contraceptives, 
women in the workplace, family ties, abortion, abuse, 


study abroad programs at sje 

Study abroad programs are increasingly popular on 
college campuses, and SIC is following the national 
trend through its Office of Global Studies and honors 
programs. During 2007-2008, 160 SJC students went 
abroad — a significant spike from the 84 in 2004-2005. 
And as SIC plans to increase its programs, those num- 
bers should continue to rise. 
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“Study abroad should no longer be considered an 
optional part of a college education,” said Steven 
Fuchs, Ph.D., coordinator of the Office of Global Stud- 
ies. “The schools in which we study, the society in 
which we live, and the environment in which we work 
are becoming increasingly global and diverse. Students 
must be prepared to face the challenges associated with 
this new reality. Study abroad provides opportunities 
for students to question their assumptions, interact 
with other peoples and cultures, reflect on the world in 
which they live and develop the educational back- 
ground and skills needed for success. The experience is 
truly transformative.” 

Currently, short-term programs are available. This year, 
students will spend at least a week in Spain, Nicaragua, 
Mexico, Prague, Argentina, Greece, Italy, France, Puer- 
to Rico, Ireland, Australia, Germany and Egypt. 

“If you’ve never been abroad, you don’t know what you 
are missing,” Department of Philosophy Chair Wendy 
Turgeon, Ph.D., said. “It helps us understand our own 
country better. We tend to be very myopic here and 
don’t meet too many people from other cultures and 
when you go to these places, you discover two things. 
You discover that not everyone looks at the world the 
way you do. Secondly, you discover the roots of what 
we value in other places.” 

Dr. Turgeon chairs the Long Island honors program, 
which extends through sophomore year and ends with 
an optional trip abroad. Before they went to Ireland in 
2008, students took a 1 -credit preparatory class on 
Irish culture, history and spirituality. 

In the Brooklyn honors program, students go to Italy, 
France or Spain. “Students have a lot of preparation 
before they go,” said Academic Dean S. Margaret Buck- 
ley, who chairs the Brooklyn honors program. “It’s 
been very successful and an enriching experience. They 
are accompanied by faculty members with whom they 


have been studying all semester long.” 

Dr. Maria Montoya, a modern languages professor, has 
taken all four trips with the Brooklyn program. 

“There’s always a visit to an art museum,” she said. 
“When we went to Paris, they went to see the Cata- 
combs. I took a student to the neighborhood of Mont- 
martre and there was a day trip to Versailles. In some 
of these honors programs, we had stayed the whole 
time in one city. In Italy, though, we went to Florence, 
Rome, Venice and Sienna. 

SJC’s study abroad opportunities have been diverse, 
even reaching Cuba. The global studies program is 
growing, adding more options every year since its 
inception in 2000. Dr. Fuchs, who this year set up an 
international studies colloquium for students on both 
campuses, also hopes to establish a minor in interna- 
tional studies at the College. ■ 


ACES: BRINGING STUDY 
ABROAD HOME 

ACES was started in 2001 as a diversity initiative to 
bring bright, diligent immigrant students to the Brook- 
lyn Campus, where they take intensive English classes 
to improve language and writing skills. 

ACES Director Dr. Sydelle Brooks said most of the stu- 
dents, “come from a tradition where scholarship and 
learning is important.” 

ACES students receive generous grants and scholar- 
ships, largely funded by Richard Dunn, widower of 
Marygrace Calhoun Dunn ’46, for whom the ACES 
center is named. According to Mik Larson, the pro- 
gram’s assistant director, the students are “doing what 
everyone else does, just in a more intensive way.” ■

$1 Million Danzi Challenge

C all it the Danzi Challenge. John A. 

Danzi, SJC trustee and major 
donor, has pledged to contribute 
$1 million if the College raises a 
million for its upcoming building 
projects at the Long Island Campus. As 
of late October, St. Joseph’s had already 
raised $600,000. 

SJC purchased 24.8 acres off Sun- 
rise Highway in East Patchogue in 
2008, and plans include the installa- 
tion of a state-of-the-art athletic com- 
plex with fields and lights. Inside will 
be a 400-meter all-weather running 
track surrounding a synthetic-turf 
multipurpose infield. The complex, 
which will be situated one mile east of 
campus, will also include a 1,500-seat 
bleacher, press box, scoreboard, base- 
ball and softball fields, tennis courts 
and a facilities building with rest- 
rooms, concession area, training and 
storage space. 

“[Mr. Danzi] has been a good 
friend and loyal trustee of the College 
for many years,” said SJC President S. 
Elizabeth A. Hill, C.S.J., J.D. “Not only

was he very involved with assisting the 
College in its negotiations for the new 
land acquisition, but he challenged the 
Board of Trustees to match his pledge 
dollar for dollar.” 

Mr. Danzi’s pledge is another 
example of his continuing support. 
After joining the Board of Trustees in 
1997, he made the largest single gift 
the College had ever received, with a 
major contribution to the Endowment 
Fund for Scholarships. The John A. 
Danzi Athletic Center is named after 
him.

Giving Under the Pension Protection Act

S t. Joseph’s is grate- 
ful to all alumni 
and friends who 
took advantage of 
the Pension Protec- 
tion Act in 2006- 
2007 by donating more 
than $200,000 from 
their Individual Retirement 
Accounts directly to the Col- 
lege, as well as unrestricted gifts. 
SJC’s Brooklyn and Long Island 
students now have a new endowed 


scholarship, additional contribu- 
tions to existing scholarship funds 
and additional library support. 

Congress has retroactively 
extended the popular Pension Pro- 
tection Act provision, which allows 
taxpayers to make a tax-free distri- 
bution from their traditional and 
Roth IRAs directly to charities in 
2008 and 2009. Donating gifts from 
IRA funds that would be subject to 
income tax if withdrawn voluntari- 
ly or under mandatory withdrawal 


requirements may be a wise move 
this year if you are 70 1/2 or older and 
do not need the additional income. 

To take advantage of this 
opportunity, you must have com- 
pleted this year’s transfer prior to 
December 31, 2009. If you are inter- 
ested in donating to SJC from your 
IRA, please contact Clare Kehoe at 
718.399.8423 or ckehoe@sjcny.edu.

S JC’s Brooklyn Campus is fortu- 
nate to be located in one of the 
most artistically vibrant commu- 
nities in the metropolitan area. So it 
should come as no surprise that the 
Council for the Arts, the Office of Co- 
Curricular Programs and the art depart- 
ment are seeing a rising interest in the 
arts and their subsequent programs. 

The number of art and culture- 
related clubs conducting public per- 
formances and exhibitions for the 
entire campus to enjoy has increased 
dramatically. Approximately 20 per- 
cent of the student body takes a cre- 
ative role in at least one of these events. 
In addition, the number and scope of 
outside arts programming has expand- 
ed, drawing large supportive audiences 
from both campus and community. 
And as the College continues to draw 
on the lively arts scene in our own 
Brooklyn neighborhood, we become 
more aware of the strong connection 
between the campus and the sur- 
rounding community. 

In working with the theme,

Ms. Pindell is part of a group of black 
artists whose mature works have been 
credited with redefining painting since 
the 1970s. The groundbreaking com- 
pany, Rennie Harris Dance Theater, 
will present a lecture demonstration on 
the history of hip-hop. Additionally 
there will be a number of smaller pro- 
grams representing several academic 
departments along with other student- 
led efforts. 

For the last three years, we have 
sponsored a juried group exhibition of 
Brooklyn artists centered on each 
semester’s theme. This year’s “Waves of 
Change,” opening in January, features 
more than 20 artists selected by a facul- 
ty panel and guest curator. We contin- 
ue to explore the depth of the Brooklyn 
word artists for our next two projects. 
Chapel Players and the Council for the 
Arts will launch “Brooklyn Voices,” an 


annual playwriting contest concluding 
with a one-act play festival of the 
award-winning works. In the spring, in 
conjunction with a performance by def 
poet, Kelly Zen-Yie Tsai, we will feature 
spoken word artists in our first poetry 
slam. Ms. Tsai, a Clinton Hill resident 
who tours nationally, will also lead a 
workshop on combining dance and 
social activism, inspiring the SJC Dance 
Club’s work in the spring concert. 

The Council for the Arts will end 
the semester by hosting the Canta 
Libre chamber music ensemble, led by 
SJC faculty member Sally Shorrock. 
The performance takes place in The 
Parlors when the College participates 
in the Society for Clinton Hill’s bi- 
annual house tour. 

Brooklyn, and specifically the 
immediate neighborhood of Clinton 
Hill, is home to so many artists in every 
field. We are privileged to enrich our 
students’ lives by bringing the artists in 
our neighborhood to campus. And by 
so doing, the College in turn becomes 
more deeply integrated into the com- 
munity in which we live. ■

Behind the Scenes

N ovember’s presidential election may 
be a distant memory, but for Nicole 
Ann Guliano and Jennifer Grunenberg, 
the campaigns provided a notch on their 
resumes and an unforgettable experience. 

The SJC social sciences majors did 
internships at the Democratic and Repub- 
lican National Conventions respectively 
through the Washington Center for Intern- 
ships and Academic Seminars, which 
placed about 500 students in the epicenter 
of the election. 

“I couldn’t have asked for a better 
experience,” Brooklyn Campus senior 
Ms. Guliano said. “You really had to play 
the game.” 

“It was real exciting to be there,” 
Long Island senior Ms. Grunenberg said. 
“At the end when [Senator John] McCain 
spoke and the balloons all dropped, it was 
a lot of fun. It was fantastic, probably one 
of the greatest things I have done thus far 
in my life.” 

In Denver last August, Ms. Guliano 
sat through a week of seminars before 
starting her fieldwork, where she solicited 
potential candidates for EMILY’s List, an 
organization dedicated to electing pro- 
choice Democratic women into office. 
She also handed out credentials for the 
Rock the Vote concert. 

“The fieldwork ranged from working 
in a delegation to working in security at 
the Pepsi Center,” Ms. Guliano said. “That 
didn’t sit well with me so I changed it. 
[The Washington Center] got me to Den- 
ver and I did my own thing.” 

That included finding tickets to then 
Sen. Barack Obama’s speech. Luckily, Ms. 
Guliano encountered Leah Daughtry, 
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CEO of the Democratic National Con- 
vention Committee, on the street. 

“I am from Brooklyn and so is she,” 
Ms. Guliano said. “She asked if I had tick- 
ets for Thursday night. She personally gave 
me 25 community credentials to give out.” 

Ms. Grunenberg also attended semi- 
nars the first week, listening to speeches 
by local politicians, a secret service agent, 
Republican National Committee Co- 
Chair Jo Ann Davidson and Libertarian 
presidential candidate Bob Barr. Ms. 
Grunenberg’s fieldwork dealt primarily 
with the media and she wrote a paper 
on censorship. 

“Some of [the attending journalists] 
were candid and said they wouldn’t call 
it censorship,” she said. “They’d call it 
self-editing.” 

Ms. Grunenberg also got a con- 
tributed line in the Daily News. After the 
story broke that Republican vice presi- 
dential candidate Sarah Palin’s teenage 
daughter was pregnant, Ms. Grunenberg 
scrambled to get quotes from delegates 
inside the Xcel Energy Center. Outside 
the arena, though, protestors ambushed 
convention attendees all week. 

“Some of the protestors weren’t very 
nice,” Ms. Grunenberg said. “One girl got 
spit at. ... They yelled at her and called her 
a fascist pig, spit on her and told her to 
leave. A lot of the anarchist group were 
cutting off people’s credentials and 
throwing rocks at people. One of my 
friends got pepper sprayed on her arm.” 

Despite the protests, Ms. Grunen- 
berg savored the experience and even 
changed her minor to history because of 
her work with the media. 
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“I’m kind of leaning more away from 
legislature and maybe being a political 
analyst,” she said. “I got to be in the cen- 
ter of everything and it was exciting.” 

Ms. Guliano wants to attend the 
2012 Democratic convention as a New 
York State delegate. 

“I want to thank St. Joe’s for the 
opportunity,” she said. “It was phenome- 
nal. It gave me the opportunity to do 
something that I know I could do and 
compete for attention.” 

Obama Won Long Island 

During a mock election, held by the 
Long Island Office of Student Life, Mr. 
Obama was the clear winner among fac- 
ulty, staff and administration, raking in 
86 percent of the vote. The former Illinois 
senator also won 53 percent of the 
student vote. 

Decision ’08 Tour Hits Patchogue 

Jose Tapia, 23, of MTV’s Real World 
Key West , hosted Decision ’08, a 60-city 
tour focusing on election issues, during 
Common Hour in September in the 
D’Ecclesiis Auditorium. Mr. Tapia 
brought up key election topics that 
allowed for student discussion. 

“It’s absolutely important because 
people our age don’t take it seriously,” Mr. 
Tapia said. “They don’t know what’s 
going on. This is a big, big election and 
we need to make our voices heard. 

“It was a good crowd. In the begin- 
ning it was tough for them to talk. But 
after we got into some of the issues and 
people were saying things that other peo- 
ple didn’t want to hear, it was great.” ■ 
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Despite a mid-season coaching change, the Brooklyn women’s volleyball team still 
captured its fifth straight Hudson Valley Women’s Athletic Conference title.

levels. People who don’t ride, don’t 
understand.” 

Rodgers has been integral to the 
program’s development since 1987, 
when the College brought the sport 
to competition. She said the program 
didn’t take off immediately, but 
gradually improved until reaching its 
pinnacle in 2001 — the IHSA Zone 3, 
Region 1 championship (The IHSA 
has since rezoned schools). 

“We didn’t have very much of a 
budget and it was a little slow get- 
ting team members together,” 
Rodgers said. “Every year, we built it 
up more and more. 

“We made history for being the 
only small school [to win it]. Then, 
Stony Brook and Fairfield were the 
only two regional champions [from 
the area]. We really made history in 
doing that. It was wonderful. Every- 
one was just high as a kite. It was a 
very good year.” 

SJC’s success translated into 
recruiting from other areas. Look- 


A s rain began to fall on Good 
Shepherd Farm in Yaphank 
that Friday morning in September, 
the St. Joseph’s College equestrian 
team started to filter in for practice. 
Huddling inside the eight-horse barn 
at the northeast corner of the farm, 
one rider, sophomore Andreana 
Malkin, had already tested the wet 
cross-country course. “It was fine,” 
she said. It was also business as usual 
for the Golden Eagles. 

SJC is currently in the thick of its 
21st season. And for a niche sport 
that takes patience, skill and a love for 
riding, consistency remains the key to 
success. So, for those without knowl- 
edge of equestrian, here’s a quick 
rundown of how it operates: 

• SJC competes year-round 
with 10 all-day shows before the 
regional championships in 
April. If the Golden Eagles 
win the region, they head 
to nationals in May. 

• SJC is a member of Intercol- 
legiate Horse Show Association 
Zone 2, Region 4, which also 
includes Stony Brook, Hofstra, 
Dowling, Nassau Community Col- 
lege, C.W. Post, Molloy, Columbia 
and Sacred Heart. 

• There are different classes of rid- 
ers, from novice to advanced. All 
are scored equally. 

• Riders compete on horses they 
have never ridden, and judges score 
based on how skillfully the rider 
handles the horse’s personality. 

“It’s very labor intensive,” said 
veteran SJC Associate Head Coach 
Sheila Rodgers. “There are kids who 
have to get on horses that they don’t 
know. That’s what keeps it on equal

ing at the trophies in the John A. 
Danzi Athletic Center lobby attract- 
ed Malkin, a former swimmer at 
Connetquot High School. 

“One summer, we had a swim 
meet at St. Joseph’s and I saw the tro- 
phies,” she said. “Ever since, I knew 
I was going to St. Josephs. I knew I 
wanted to become a teacher and 
I knew I wanted to ride on the team.” 

Rodgers has always stressed 
importance of the team, though most 
riders enter college equestrian with- 
out team experience. Senior Theresa 
Reilly endured that period, but now 
holds the team together as a captain. 

“It’s making sure everyone 
stays together,” said Reilly, who 
began her riding career in a back- 
yard barn in Medford. “We all do 
stuff together [to gel].” ■

Tamara Bulatovic, a two-time 
HVWAC Player of the Week, was 
named HVWAC Tournament MVP 
after leading SJC with 30 kills, a 
.531 hitting percentage, 11 digs, 
four solo blocks and four aces. 
Bulatovic and seniors Jaime 
Mascetti and Bala Huseinovic were 
named All-HVWAC. Bulatovic and 
Mascetti were also named USCAA 
All-American honorable mention. 
Freshman Victoria Curran earned 


the HVWAC Rookie of the Week 
award three times this season. 

The championship was the final 
cap to SJCs 14-match winning 
streak, where the Lady Bears (18-4) 
didn’t drop a set in their final 10 
matches. However, despite the crown, 
St. Joseph’s didn’t receive a bid to the 
USCAA National Championships, 
as it was ranked 12th in the final 
coaches’ poll prior to the tournament 
(only the top eight received a bid).

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M argaret Ward, former chair and 
professor of physical education 
at the Brooklyn Campus, received a 
Lifetime Achievement Award at the 
Alumni Fall Luncheon from President 
S. Elizabeth A. Hill, C.S.J., J.D., who 
introduced her as her first swimming 
coach at camp. 

The event was attended by many 
alumnae whose lives she had touched so 
deeply. Chaired by Winifred Cavanagh 
Malone ’56 with committee members 
Teresa Civello ’65 and Joan Reardon Dil- 
lon ’56, the luncheon was held October 
25 at the Club 101,101 Park Ave. in NYC. 

Ms. Ward, who began her career at 
SJC in 1951, coached the Brooklyn 
Campus’ women’s basketball team for 
30 years, including two undefeated sea- 
sons in 1963-64 and 1964-65. As coach, 
she developed excellence in her players, 
instilling a strong sense of competition, 
leadership and generosity. 

“It wasn’t until the mid-1950s, when 
Peggy Ansbro and the late Ruth Brennan 
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played on the team that I felt SJC had the 
potential to become contenders in the 
women’s college conference,” said Ms. 
Ward, who has a bachelor’s in physical 
education from New York University and 
a master’s from Columbia. 

Ms. Ward also served as head of the 
Department of Physical Education, 
overseeing the transition to a co-ed col- 
legiate athletics program. She empow- 
ered all her athletes and students by 
emphasizing that competitive sports 
mirrored real-life success. She encour- 
aged non-athletes to play intramural 
sports and participate in physical edu- 
cation classes. She even helped many 
students find jobs after graduation. 

Ms. Ward settled in Maine after 
retiring, and at 86, still has the same dry 
sense of humor she had back in the 
1950s. A role model for many, she is still 
physically active and plays 18 holes of 
golf four times a week. She also bowls 
competitively, consistently bowling 200- 
plus games. ■

Mr. Cullen is known for putting the soccer 
program “on the map,” having been the stand- 
out player on the first men’s team in 1987. He 
still remains seventh in program history in 
goals (28) and eighth in points (74), even after 
only two seasons as a Golden Eagle. 

Remembered as the founding father of ath- 
letics on Long Island, Mr. Mulzoff was the cam- 
pus’ first athletic director. He brought baseball, 
men’s basketball, men’s soccer, men’s and 
women’s tennis, women’s volleyball, equestrian 
and softball to campus. He was instrumental in 
creating a booster club, making improvements 
to the soccer field and the installation of the 
baseball field. 

Mr. Ostrick, SJC’s all-time leading men’s 
basketball scorer, still remains third in steals 
(188) and fourth in assists (314). He holds three 
individual game records, and the only chal- 


lenger to Mr. Ostrick’s scoring title comes from 
current senior guard David Acree, who began 
this season 191 points behind the mark. 

And Mr. Danzi has been a major supporter 
of the College. Shortly after joining the Board 
of Trustees in 1997, he made the then largest 
single gift ever received, pledging a major 
contribution to the Endowment Fund for 
Scholarships. The athletic center is named after 
him, and each year, a four-year, full-tuition 
scholarship is awarded in his name to a top- 
ranking student. 

Finally, the 2000 softball team really put 
SJC in the NCAA Division III ranks by winning 
the Skyline Conference title and advancing to 
the school’s first NCAA Tournament. 

“[The Hall is] something that we can build 
on,” Mr. Lizak said. “It helps us internally. It 
helps our own athletes. It’s something for them 
to strive for. It establishes a tradition.” 

It was also the perfect time for SJC to 
unveil a hall of fame. Athletics has grown expo- 
nentially since the school joined the NCAA in 
1997. Standout athletes have filled rosters 
throughout, leaving the induction pool wide 
open for coming years. 

“This is the capstone of a three-year plan for 
alumni to have a meaningful relationship with 
the College,” said Director of Alumni Relations 
Matthew Colson, who spearheaded the project 
in 2006. “Athletics plays a large role in the SJC 
experience and we’re happy for the program to 
recognize everyone who has contributed to the 
success of the athletic program.” ■

T he Long Island Alumni Mentor- 
ing Program held its first Mentor- 
ing Connection Night in October to 


recruit students and allow mentors to 
share their experiences with one 
another. The program, which partners 
mentors with students, also lets stu- 
dents get an on-site, personal glimpse 
of various careers. The Brooklyn pro- 
gram, which held an internship fair in 
November, is planning a similar event 
this spring. 

“To get 17 alumni to come at one 
time, and over 17 students, that is suc- 
cessful, especially for the first time 
around,” said L.I. Alumni Relations Offi- 
cer Jennifer Sarnicola ’04, who devel- 
oped the L.I. program. “I’d like to have 
the mentors together more. ... Everyone 
bonds together and every mentor I 
spoke with enjoyed the evening.”

Ms. Harley, one of the program’s first 
students, worked with Axion, LLC 
Recruiter Ronald Reed ’05 last year. 

“He helped me make a profes- 
sional resume,” said Ms. Harley, who is 


interested in marketing. “It was great 
because I didn’t have a resume. He also 
allowed me to go in his office in New 
York City and see what he does for the 
day. ... It worked out really, really well 
for me, mostly for the career building 
and mostly because not a lot of busi- 
ness firms are looking for history 
majors. It was important for me to 
network and get those building 
blocks.” 

The experience was also beneficial 
for both Smithtown Central School 
District Teacher Paul DeMatteo ’93 
and senior history major Paul Lospi- 
nuso, who wants to teach. They shared 
ideas and lesson plans while develop- 
ing Mr. Lospinuso’s resume. 

“He gets to see someone who has 
been there and done that, and I’m get- 
ting the fresh perspective and the 
excitement that he has coming into the 
field,” Mr. DeMatteo said. “[It’s] Expo- 
sure, and also to make sure people in 
the major know that this is something 
that they want to do. It’s different 
when you’re on the other side.” ■

a self-actualization tool that can be 
used throughout life. 

After graduating from SJC with a 
bachelor’s in human relations, Ms. 
Gentile earned a master’s in occupa- 
tional therapy from NYU. She worked 
with children in a variety of settings, 
from homes to preschools, teaching 
them to conquer their disabilities and, 
as she said, “do the things that are 
meaningful to them.” As a certified 
wellness coach, she also teaches 
groups and individuals to manage 
stress and illness. 

“Coaching helps people take 
information and use it for transforma- 
tion,” said Ms. Gentile, who works 
mainly with retirees.

WHAT’S WHAT ON THE WEB 

Register for Class, Get an Advisor

N ow that you’ve joined a club and 
know when and where the hottest 
campus events are, maybe it’s 
time you go to class. One of the hardest 
parts of my college career was keeping 
track of the dates I was supposed to 
register and which classes were avail- 
able, never mind figuring out what 
actually fit into my schedule. Luckily 
for you, the registrar’s section — com- 
bined with a couple of other SJC Web 
site pages — contains all the info you 
need to plan your schedule and get the 
classes you want. 

Our first stop is the Home Page. 
Choose the Current Students menu 
and click Registrar’s Office. This links 
you to everything you need for regis- 
tration, like researching your classes, 
finding out when and where, and then, 
once you have all this, you can register 
online through WebAdvisor. 


But first things first — click on 
Course Offerings in the middle of the 
link list on the left. The list you see is 
grouped by program and time frame. 
As I write this, I see all the SJC courses 
for Intersession and Spring 2009. Just 
click on the relevant link and a PDF 
file opens with class days and times. 

Questions about a class? Go to the 
Catalogs and Handbooks link near the 
bottom of the same list as the Course 
Offerings link. This Course Catalogs 
list gives you lots of information: it 
describes the class, shows how it fits 
with your major and your schedule, 
tells you how many credits it’s worth, if 
it’s required, if there’s a prerequisite. 
This catalog, along with the course 
listings, should provide all the infor- 
mation you need to put together a 
preliminary schedule before you see 
your advisor. 


Speaking of advisors, a specific time 
period has been set for you to make your 
appointment, based on your class year. If 
you haven’t already figured this part out, 
the link to the page is located on the left 
side of the registrar’s section. Click on 
Web Registration Dates & Info for your 
class year’s advisement dates. The final 
step is clicking the Online Registration 
link and following the WebAdvisor steps. 

You can also find the student 
handbook, final exam schedules and a 
lot more. Do some research and most 
of your class and registration questions 
should be answered somewhere in this 
section. If you search and still can’t find 
what you’re looking for, the contact 
information for your campus’ Office of 
the Registrar can be found on the site. 

Good luck in class and don’t for- 
get to leave room for all the events and 
club meetings you need to attend. ■
